RETURN OF PRICES OF CROPS, LIVE STOCK AND 
OTHER IRISH AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS. 


TO THE 

SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE

Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following Report on the 
prices in Ireland of Irish live stock and other agricultural 
produce for the period ended 30th September, 1908. Tables 
are submitted with the Report, showing the average prices for 
the twenty years, 1888-1907, while the quarterly average 
prices during 1907 and 1908 are also set forth in separate 
tables. 

The collection of this series of prices was first systematically 
undertaken by the Irish Land Commission in the year 1887 , 
at which time also a record of prices from the year 1881 wa's 
compiled. The work of collecting and publishing these 
statistics of agricultural prices was subsequently transferred to 
this Department by the Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
(Ireland) Act, 1899. 

Returns of prices are furnished throughout the year from 
the following sources. 

In the case of fat stock — cattle and sheep — the chief 
markets in Ireland are Dublin and 

Prices of Fat and Belfast, and the prices of fat stock sold 
Store Stock. are furnished weekly to the Department 
from these centres under the Markets and 
Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Act, 1891. Returns are obtained 
for Dublin from the Corporation Market and from Mr. 
Gavin Low, and for Belfast from the Corporation Market and 
from Mr. Robson, Auctioneer. These Returns show the actual 
weight of the cattle and sheep sold and the prices paid. From 
these data the prices per ewt. , live and dead weight, are 
calculated. As these Returns based on live -weight have been 
systematically obtained since the year 1888. they afford a 
valuable record of the fluctuations in prices of fat stock and 
of beef and mutton during the past twenty years. 
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With regard to store stock, the record of prices is 
in many respects a much more difficult matter. In 
the first place, the markets for store stock are in all parts of 
the country and vary considerably in character. Secondly, 
store stock in Ireland- are rarely sold by weight. Occasionally 
returns of live weight prices of store stock are received, but 
there is great difficulty in obtaining weighed returns of this 
class of stock. Prices are, however, carefully collected each 
year at a large number of representative store stock fairs 
throughout Ireland. During 1907, 305 store stock fairs 

were reported, the number of different centres from which 
returns were received being 125. For the purpose of these 
returns the country has been divided into nine districts, and 
within each district a number of representative fairs- are 
annually selected and reported upon, due regard being paid to 
the more important fairs held throughout the year. The age 
and quality of store cattle and store sheep are differentiated 
in the reports, and a short account is furnished as to the 
nature and extent of the fair. These reports of fairs are 
summarised and issued to the press on the day of their receipt. 

Reports on the prices of the chief crops and of other agri- 
cultural produce are furnished weekly to 

Crops and other the Department by the Inland Revenue 
Produce. Officers at the following towns : — Dublin, 

Belfast, Londonderry, Cork, Waterford, 
Limerick, Galway, Sligo. Reports- also of the prices of glass 
seed and flax are furnished by the Inland Revenue Officers at 
Ballymena, Cookstown, Newry, and Clones (for Cootehill 
Market) during several months of the year. These officers, 
with the sanction of -the Board of Inland Revenue, furnish 
particulars -of actual transactions- at the several towns, and 
indicate in their reports not only the average price obtained 
for average qualities, but also the current market prices for 
superior and inferior qualities of the various articles of produce. 

The quarterly and annual averages shown in the statistical 
tables submitted in this Report are based 

Highest, Lowest, and on the data thus furnished throughout the 
Average Prices. year. In the detailed tables the “ highest ” 
and ' ‘ lowest ’ ’ prices are also given . 
Prior to 1905, “ highest ” and “ lowest ” prices are, as stated 
in previous Reports, the average of the highest monthly prices 
and the average of the lowest monthly prices. As, however, 
'‘average highest” and “average lowest” do not indicate 
adequately the actual range of prices, since 1905 the individual 
highest and lowest prices are shown. 

In determining the average prices allowance is made 
for the quantity of each class of produce which is 
offered for sale. The average obtained is thus not the arith- 
metical mean between the highest and lowest prices, but 
represents an average based on the value of the total sales 
divided by the quantity sold. This method gives the true 
average price, while the highest and lowest prices indicate the 
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range of prices. The .Returns furnished are carefully com- 
pared with independent commercial records and with the 
official prices as returned from the markets of Great Britain. 
A study of the several records of prices brings out the fact that 
while there are points of variation and difference, due largely 
to local and temporary causes, there is substantial agreement 
as to the general level of and changes in prices. It should be 
stated that the prices of agricultural products given in the 
tables in this Return relate only to Irish stock and produce. 

It may be well also to recall that the work of collecting and 
compiling comparative prices of agri- 
Difficulties and cultural produce is of very consider- 

Limitations of Price able difficulty, and allowance must be 
Statistics. made for this fact in judging returns 

and in drawing deductions therefrom. 
The difficulty is due mainly to local fluctuations in 
prices, to various standards of quality among articles, 
to the method of buying and selling by estimate, as is 
the case of the store stock trade, and not by ascertained 
weight, and to the fact that full information as to the total 
quantities of the various classes of produce sold is not available. 
At the best it is only possible to obtain representative prices. 
A record of all markets and fairs, or of all the transactions at 
any large market, is out of the question. On the other hand, 
it should be remembered that at the present day markets are 
in much closer sympathy than at earlier times, and changes 
in the level of prices quickly become general. Accordingly 
where data of prices have been carefully collected at a number 
of representative centres during the year, and where, as far as 
possible, continuity of system is maintained in carrying on a 
record, the changes shown may be regaaxled as typical, and 
afford a much more adequate view of the general movement 
of prices than might be supposed. Similarly where not only 
the true average, but- also the highest and lowest prices are 
shown, a- good indication of the range of prices is thereby 
given. 

Great changes have taken place during the. past sixty years 
in agricultural prices. They have risen 
importance of high and fallen low. and in some eommodi- 

Price Records. ties the rise and the fall 1 have been less 

than in others. It is therefore of import- 
ance to grasp the broad movement of prices, and also the rela- 
tive changes which have taken place in the case of the prin- 
cipal commodities. Furthermore, prices have become much 
less local in character. To a large extent they are interna- 
tional and are subject to influences of supply and 
demand beyond the control of the home producer. Prices thus 
furnish the best index of the nature and state of the competi- 
tion with which the farmer of to-day has to reckon, and prices 
are the final test which he has to apply in determining what 
he should produce. Again, modern markets have become 
highly organised and differentiated, and w'hile international 
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competition has lowered and levelled prices, standardisation 
and differentiation of quality have made possible a wide range 
ox prices, and have rewarded the producer who has regard to 
quality and “finish.” And as the difference between the 
prices m the different qualities of an article bear often little 
relation to the respective costs of production, this question of 
quality and finish deserves the greatest attention from farmers, 
formerly prices at local and central markets varied widely, 
but each year this tendency becomes less as information im- 
proves. To-day the cause of the wide range in prices is 
the attention paid to the production of quality, to careful 
grading and packing and to the time at which articles are 
placed on the market. Also, with the advent of cold storage 
and of foreign and colonial supplies, certain classes of pro- 
duce have been, to a large extent, displaced, such as the 
winter salt butter trade, and the farmer has to -consider closely 
how he -can adapt his production so as to obtain the full 
advantage of the best prices in the home market. Thus the 
question of marketing in the proper way and at the proper 
time is now as important for the farmer as attention to 
unproved methods of growing crops and breeding and feeding 
of live stock. 


In order to bring together in a handy form an extensive 
record, from which at least a broad 
Irish Price Records comparison of prices can be made, there 
are submitted in the Appendices (pp. 72- 
95) two records which are of special in- 
terest to Irish farmers. In Appendix II. a table is 
given showing the average of highest and lowest prices 
from 1840 to 1886. This table is based on the 
prices published in Purdon’s , Almanac and the Farmer’s 
Gazette, and supplies materials for a period during which 
“ere were no continuous official returns. In “Appen- 
dix III. is given the record of the prices of oxen and heifers, 
wethers and ewes at the Ballinasloe Great Fair since 1841) 
as published annually in Thom’s Directory. In view of the 
importance of the store stock trade to Ireland and of the 
outstanding position which the Ballinasloe Great Fair has 
held as a mairket for store stock, this table is of special interest 
and value. 


The. main i changes which have taken place respectively in 
the prices of crops, live stock, and other agricultural produce 
during the past sixty years have been traced in the previous 
report for 1906-1907. The following account deals with the 
movement of prices during 1907-8. 


I. Crops. 

liming the Summer of 1907 there was a very general improve- 
ment in wheat prices, which continued to 
advance further in the autumn and winter 
months. In Ireland the sales of home-grown 
wheat fall mainly m the months of October and November, at 
which times prices were standing high, with the result that the 
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prices realised for home-grown wheat show the best average for 
20 years, viz., 8s. 1 \d. per cwt. Prices continued firm during the 
early part of 1.008, when smaller quantities of home-grown wheat 
were put on the market. The 1908 season’s crop opened well in 
September, bat; there has been no such upward tendency as 
was seen in 1907, and prices have proved considerably lower 
than they were in the latter part of last year. It has also to be 
remembered that owing to the absence o f good drying weather 
this season’s crop in many districts was seriously damaged. 

In wheat more than any other class of agricultural produce, 
prices are determined by foreign and Colonial supplies. In 
1907 the total wheat production of the United Kingdom was 
estimated at 30,286,249 cwt. — of which amount Ireland supplied 
817,859 cwt. — whereas the foreign and Colonial imports (wheat 
and wheat flour in equivalent terms of grain), amounted to 
115,636,564 cwt., of which 7,147,511 cwt. were imported into 
Ireland. 


In oats the home supply is much the most important factor, 
for whereas in 1907 the United Kingdom 
Oats. imported 10,485,290 cwts., the home produce 

was estimated at 63,966,585 cwts. Ireland 
even exports a considerable quantity of oats, amounting in 1907 
to 1,595,275 cwts. The heavy sales of oats in Ireland are from 
the middle of September to the middle of December, though 
sales are continuous throughout the year. Prices of oats in 1907 
were on a somewhat higher level than in the preceding year, the 
average for the year being 6s. 2j d. as against 5s. 11 the figure 
reached being better than any year since 1893. In 1908 the 
oat crop has had a range of price considerably lower than in 
1907, and for the quarter ending September the average of prices 
returned for white oats is 6s. 5 Id. per cwt., as compared with 
6s. 10Jd. in 1907, and for black oats 5s. 3fd. per cwt., as com- 
pared with 5s. lid in 1907. October prices in 1908 show a 
similar decline as compared with 1907. 

The chief sales of malting barley run from the middle of 
September to the end of November, and 
Barley. while prices in 1907 showed a slight ten- 

dency to improve on those, of the preceding- 
year, the average, viz., 7s. lfct. per cwt., showed very little change 
as compared with 1906 and the immediately preceding years. 
In September 1908 the range in the prices of barley— unlike the 
other cereals — showed an advance on 1807, the average of prices 
returned being 7s. 4 d. per cwt., as compared with 7s. 2d. in 
1907. October prices likewise show an improvement over the 
preceding season, the advance in barley prices being also marked 
in the return prices from English centres. It may be noted that 
the total imports of barley into the United Kingdom (malting 
and feeding barley not being distinguished in the returns) 
amounted in 1907 to 19,627,620 cwts., the imports into Ireland 
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being 1,060,549 cwts., while the production of barley in Great 
Britain and Ireland amounted to 29,947,620 ewts. 

The fall in oats and the rise in barley are the main changes in 
respect of the prices of cereals in 1908 as compared with 1907. 

In no crop are the fluctuations in price so marked from one 
season to another as in potatoes. This is 
Potatoes, clue to the fact that, excluding early 

potatoes, the imports are small, and only 
take place to any appreciable extent when the prices rise high, 
while the yield of the home crop varies widely from season to 
season. Consequently, when there is a less than average yield 
prices rise considerably. In 1907 the crop was much below 
average in Ireland, and was also under average in Great Britain. 
As a result, prices were high, and the returns show that the 
average for the year was higher than for any one of the past 
twenty years, being fully £ 1 per ton better than in 1906. In 
1908, on the other hand, owing to the abundant crop both in 
Ireland and in Great Britain, prices have fallen very low, and 
the average of prices returned during the three months ending 
September 30th is 2s. ll^ci, as against 3s. 6| d. in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1907. But the fall in price in 1908 is even 
greater than the figures would appear to indicate, for it is in 
September and in the three months of the last quarter — Octo- 
ber, November, and December — that the supplies of the new 
season make themselves most felt on the home market and 
prices. Prices returned during October show lots falling to 
Is. 6 d. and Is. 3a!. the cwt., though 2s. 6d. to 3s. is reported for better 
samples. Whether prices may yet improve considerably de- 
pends on how the supplies in the pits “keep.” 

As in the case of potatoes, so with hay and the fodder crops, 
it is the home supply which determines 
Ha y> prices. There is, indeed, a considerable im- 

port into the United Kingdom of hay, 
amounting to 97,424 tons in 1907, but the quantity and value 
is small compared with the home production of Great Britain 
and Ireland, estimated at 15,603,000 tons in 1907. The hay 
crop in 1907 was abundant in quantity but poor in quality. 
Both of these conditions helped to lower prices, especially in 
the case of old meadow hay. To some extent the scarcity of 
other fodder crops acted as a counteracting force, but prices as 
a whole were below those of any year since 1898 and 1899. 
The 1908 hay crop, on the other hand, has been considerably 
less in bulk than that of 1907, and much better in quality. 
Prices, therefore, have improved, and the average of clover hay 
prices returned during the quarter ending September, 1908, was 
3s. Oid. per cwt., as compared with 2s. 9Jd. in 1907, and for 
old meadow hay 2s. Old. per cwt., compared with Is. 9 jo!, in 1907. 


The season ^ of 1907 showed a marked improvement in the 
prices of perennial and Italian grass seeds 
Grass Seeds. as compared with 1 906. The average or the 
prices for perennial was 12s. 0fcf. per cwt., 
as compared with 8s. 7 Jd, in 1906. Prices started compara- 
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tively low in August, ranging from 6s. to 10s., but advanced 
rapidly, and ranged during the greater part of the sales from 
10s. to 18s. per cwt. 

Prices for the 1908 perennial crop again opened compara- 
tively low in August, though somewhat higher than in 1907, but 
rapidly advanced, and showed an improvement even on those 
of the preceding year, the average prices returned for the quarter 
ended September 30th being 12s. 6 d. per cwt., as compared with 
11s. 7 d. in 1907. During October and the beginning of November 
the level of prices has also been well maintained. 

In Italian ryegrass the prices of 1907 showed a considerable 
advance on those of 1906, the average for the year being 14s. 6 d. 
per cwt., as compared with 11s. If d in the preceding year. Prices 
for the 1908 crop started somewhat better than, those for the cor- 
responding period of the previous year, and the September 
quarter showed an average of 14s. lfd per cwt. Prices have 
been well maintained through October. The growing extent 
of the grass seed trade is seen from the exports which have 
taken place in 1907, viz., 438,367 cwts., as compared with 
393,434 cwts. in 1904. 

The 1907 flax crop was very uneven, and while prices for good 
samples remained at a fairly steady level 
Flax. throughout the season, many lots brought 

a low price, especially after the new year. 
Up to the end of September the average of prices returned was 
7s. 6 ^d. per 14 lbs., but in the quarter ending December 31st 
the average fell to 6s. lid, and in the quarter ending 
March 31st, 1908, to 6s. 7 fd The 1908 crop, though less in 
quantity, has shown a serious fall in value, and prices returned 
to the end of the September quarter showed an average of 6s. 2 d 
per 14 lbs., as against 7s. 6 jd at that period in 1907. There has 
been no great improvement in these prices during October and 
the beginning of November, and to many farmers the result of this 
season’s crop has so far been very discouraging. 


II. Live Stock, Dead Meat, and Dairy Produce. 

Prices for store cattle in 1907 reached a better average than in 
1906 or any joreceding year since 1903. 

Store Cattle. The average of yearling prices returned 
was in 1907 £7 3s. 9d, as compared with 
£6 15s. 5 cl. in 1906, the average of two-year-olds being £9 17s. 6d, 
as compared with £9 7s. lOd. in 1906, and of three-year-olds 
£12 10s. 3d., as compared with £12 2s. 6d In 1908 the prices 
of store stock have again advanced to some extent on those of 
1907. In the first quarter of 1908, ending March 31st, the prices 
of yearlings averaged £7 14s. 9d, as compared with £7 12s. 7 d 
in 1907, the prices of two-year-olds £10 3s. 8d, as compared with 
£10 3s. lid in 1907, the prices of three-year-olds £12 17s 5 d, 
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as compared with £12 12s. lOd in 1907. The second quarter of 
1908, etiding 30th June, compared also favourably with the cor- 
responding period in 1907, yearlings averaging £6 19s. 5d, as 
compared with £6 11s. 7 d. in 1907, two-year-olds £9 14s. 2d., as 
compared with £9 7s, 3d., and three-year-olds averaging £13 3s. 8 d 
as compared with £12 14s. 6d. in 1907, The third quarter of 1908^ 
ending 30th September, shows a range of prices very similar to 
that of the corresponding quarter in 1907, Prices of yearlings 
averaged £6 17s., as compared with £6 16s. 10d in 1907, two- 
year-olds £9 17s., as compared with £9 14s. &d. } and tliree-year- 
olds £12 10s. 9 d., as compared with £12 11s. Id- There have 
indeed been temporary fluctuations, and during September, 1908, 
the market for stores was very unsteady and prices fell, but this 
depression did not last, and the higher range of store prices acain 
continues, 1 * 

At English and Scotch markets also prices of store stock show 
a distinct advance in 1907 as compared with 1905 and 1906, 
while the weekly returns of market prices in England and Scot- 
land during 1908 indicate that store prices have as a rule 
maintained a higher level than in 1907. 

Attention is directed to diagrams viii-xii. in the appendix, 
where the movements in the prices of stores for the past twenty 
years are shown graphically. ‘ 


Ihe prices for fat stock in 1907 also show an advance in each 
quarter of the year as compared with any 
at Cattle. . 0 f the three preceding years. The average 
of prices for the year, live weight, in the 
returns from the Dublin Market was 31,?. 5d. per cwt. as com- 
pared with 30s. 5d. in 1906. The range of prices, however, 
varies greatly according to quality, the highest of the prices re- 
turned in the year being 40s. per cwt., as compared with 37s. 3d. 
m 1906, and the lowest price 23s. 3d., as compared with 23s. 2d., 
m 1906. On the basis of four to seven live to dead weight the 
average price of beef, according to the Dublin fat stock prices, 
was thus 5 os. per cwt. as compared with 53s. 3d in 1906. In 
connection with the advance in prices it may be noted that the 
total imports of live stock from foreign and Colonial countries 
into the United Kingdom in 1907 number 472,065 as compared 
with 561,215 in the preceding year— the import in 1907 being 
the lowest reached since 1902. This decline in numbers has 
taken place in the exports both from the United States and 
Canada — the two countries from which almost all the live stock 
imports of the United Kingdom are received. There was on 
the other hand an increase in 1907 in imports of fresh beef, the 
total imports amounting to 5,735,003 cwts. as compared with 
a ^ ^ c ^ v ^ s * * n 1906. Shipments in 1907 were smaller from 
o^ r - gentine anc ^ ^ e . Suited States, from the former country 
-.691,554 cwts. as against 2,795,913 cwts. in 1906, and from the 
latter 2,417,604 cwts. as against 2,426,644 in 1906, but increased 
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supplies from Australia and INew Zealand more than made up 
for these differences. 

During the first three quarters of 1908 prices for fat cattle 
have been well maintained, the average for the first quarter at 
the Dublin Market being 32s. 9d. as against 32s. for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1907, and 30s. lid. in 1906. In the second 
quarter, ending 30th June, 1908, the average was 34s. lOd. as 
against 33s. 11 d. in 19 07, and 32s. 5Jd. in 1906, while in the 
quarter ending 30th September, 1908, the average was 32s. 4d. 
as against 31s. 8 d. in 1907, and 30s. 3d- in 1906. It may be 
noted in this connection that in 1908, for the nine months 
ending 30th September, the imports of live stock into the United 
Kingdom . again showed a falling off in shipments from both the 
United States and Canada, the total import amounting to 
285,098 head as compared with 860.959 in the corresponding nine 
months of 1907. 

The imports also of fresh beef (including chilled and frozen) 
were for the nine months 4,116,876 cwts. as compared with 
4,432,444 cwts. in the first nine months of 1908. This decline 
was due to a heavy decrease in shipments from the United 
States, which amounted for the period to 1,051,223 cwts. as 
compared with 1,929,303 cwts. in 1907, shipments from the 
Argentine on the other hand having increased from 2,016,596 
cwts. in 1907 (first nine months) to 2,580,491 cwts. in 1908 
(first nine months). 

The prices of sheep in 1907 remained well up to the level of 
1906, the record of prices in these two years 
Sheep. being the best continuous period in the past 

twenty years. In the returns for the first 
and second quarters of 1907 prices showed on the whole an 
advance over the corresponding quarter in 1906, lambs averaging 
in the returns of the first quarter 39s. lid. as compared with 38s. 
m 1.906, and one year old stores 45.s. as against 42.s. Id. in the 
previous year. Again, in the second quarter ending 30th June, 
lambs averaged 29s. 5 d. as against 27 s. Id., and one year old 
stores 45s. 7 d. as against 44s. 3d. in the previous year. In the 
third and fourth quarters, however, the 1906 prices compared on 
the whole favourably with those of 1907, the returns for one- 
year-old stores in the quarter ending September 30th being 40s.lld. 
in 1907 as against 41s. 2d. in 1906, though the prices of lambs 
remained as high as in the preceding year, while in the quarter 
ending 31st December, 1907, one-year-old stores averaged 44s. as 
against 47s. Id., and lambs 31s. 4d. as against 33s. 5 d. in 1906. 

The prices of fat sheep, allowing for temporary fluctuations, 
may be said to have remained during the first three quarters 
much on the level of 1906 prices. The returns from the Dublin 
markets show an average per cwt. live weight in the first quarter 
°f 43s. 2Jd. as compared with 42s. 6 d. in 1906, in the second 
quarter of 42s. 8d. as compared with 42s. lOd. in 1906, and in 
the third quarter of 38s. 4|d. as compared with 37s. 8 d. in the 
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previous year. In the last quarter, however, prices fell con- 
siderably as compared with those of 1906, the average being 
35s. 7 d as against 37 s. 10 d in the preceding year. 

The prices of wool also in the first quarter of 1907 compared 
favourably with 1906, the average of prices returned being Is. lei. 
per lb. as compared with .11 Jd. in the previous year. Prices in 
the June quarter averaged lli-d as against Is. 0§d in 1906, in the 
September quarter 11-Jd as against Is. 0 {d. in 1906, and in the 
December quarter 10|d as against Is. 0 \d. 

During- 1908 the fall in the value of sheep continued in the first 
quarter, the average of prices returned for lambs being 34s. 2d 
;is compared with 39s. lid in 1907, and for one-year-old stores 
39s. as against 4os. ; while for fat sheep, live weight, prices 
averaged 40s. per cwt. as against 43s. 2 Jet. in the correspond- 
ing quarter of the previous year. The average also of wool prices 
returned was 8}d per lb. as against Is. Id in 1907. In the 
quarter ending June 30th, lambs averaged 26s. 5 d. as against 
29s. 5 d in 1907, and one-year-old stores 39s. 9 d. as compared 
with 45s. 7 d in 1906. The returns, however, showed the prices 
of fat sheep during this quarter to be not far short of those in 
the preceding year, the average of live weight prices returned 
from the Dublin markets being 42s. 3d as against 42s. 8 d in 
1907. Wool during this second quarter averaged 6^d as against 
11 id. in 1907. Again, in the third quarter, ending 30th 
September, the 1908 prices of lambs averaged 24s. Id as against 
28s. lid in 1907, and of one-year-old stores 34s. lOd as against 
40s. lid in 1907, while the live weight prices of fat sheep 
averaged 35 s. 8d per cwt. as against 38s. 4 \d. in 1907. Wool 
averaged 7fd as against ll|d in 1907. There has thus been a 
serious drop in the value of sheep in the first three quarters of 
1908 as compared with 1906 and 1907. At the same time prices 
in 1908 maintained a distinctly higher level than in the years 
prior to 1903, since which year the upward movement in sheep 
prices has become well marked: It is of interest to note in con- 

nection with the question of prices the fact of the great increase in 
the imports of mutton in 1907, the total imports into the United 
Kingdom in that year being 4,617,743 cwts., the highest figure 
on record, as against 4,131,199 cwts. in 1906. The imports for 
the nine months ending September 30th showed a decrease from 
4,022,504 cwts. in 1907 to 3,732,593 cwts. in 1908. The imports 
of wool also into the United Kingdom in 1907 amounted to 
450,767,343 lbs., the highest figure on record, as against 
375,050,802 lbs. in 1907. The imports for the nine months end- 
ing September 30th were, in 1908, 563,078,595 lbs. as compared 
with 600,669,925 lbs. in 1907. 

The prices of pork showed an average of 50s. Id per cwt. m 
1907, as compared with 50s. .1 in 1906- 
Pork - Prices were lower in the first two quarters 

of 1907 compared with the corresponding- 
periods of 1906, but there was an improvement in the third 
quarter, the average of prices being returned at 52s. Id. to be 
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followed by a marked decline in the fourth quarter of the year, 
when the average of prices fell to 47s. 6 cl. The fall in the prices 
of pork became considerably more marked in 1908. In the first 
quarter, ending March 31st, the average of prices returned had 
fallen to 45s. 3d. per cwt., as compared with 50s. 0 id. in 1907, 
and in the second quarter, ending 30th June, 1908, it was 46s. 
9%d., as compared with 51s. 3-g-d. in 1907. The returns, however, 
for the third quarter, ending September 30th, showed a very con- 
siderable recovery, and the average for the quarter was 52s. 7 d. 
per cwt. in 1908, as against 52s. Id. in 1907. Prices for pork thus, 
while not reaching in 1907 the level of 1906 — the highest year 
since 1893 (see Diagram xiv.) — showed an average much above 
that of most recent years, and while there was a serious fall in 
the end of 1907 and in the first half of 1908 this was followed 
by a recovery in the latter part of the present year. It may be 
noted that the total imports of fresh pork in 1907 amounted to 
567,332 cwts., which figure, while above the imports of 1905 
and 1906, is considerably lower than any of the years from 1898 
to 1904. The first nine months of 1908, up to September 30th, 
showed a decrease in the imports from 391,764 cwts. to 361,133 
cwts, in 1908. 


Butter pi-ices, taking into account the output of all classes — 
creamery, factory, and farmers’ butter — ap- 
Butter, p ear to have been on the year’s produc- 

tion an average of 3s. Od. per cwt. lower 
than the prices of 1906. This lower range of prices showed 
itself in the first three quarters of 1907, but in the last quarter 
prices rose rapidly, and exceeded the quarterly average of the 
preceding year. 

Diagram XVa. shows the weekly average in 1907 of prices 
returned of creamery, factory, and farmers’ butter. The lowest 
averages are in the end of April and the beginning of May. In 
the latter pai't of the season the most noteworthy features in butter- 
prices were the slow' advance during August and September, 
and the rapid advances in value in the latter months of the 
season. The year was thus marked first by more than usuallj- 
low prices for recent years, and second by a rapid rise to prices 
considerably over the usual seasonal averages. 

During the first three months of 1908 prices have remained 
at a much higher level than in the corresponding quarter of 1907. 
I 1 ’ or the first quarter, ending March 31st, the average of prices re- 
turned for creamery was 116s. 8 d. per cwt., 106s. od. in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1907, while for factory the average was 104s. 8d. 
as against 87 s. 4d., and for farmers’ 110s. lid. as against 90s. 5 d. 
in 1907. For the second quarter, ending .June 30th, the average 
for creamery was 1 03s. 9d. as against 95s. Id. in 1907, for factory 
94s. 10d. as against 81s. 9 d., and for farmers’ 94s. 9d. as against 
83s 4d. For the quarter ending 30th September the average 
price of creamery was 109s. 4d. as against 100s. Id, in 1907, for 
factory 97s. lOd. as against 88s. 2d, and for farmers’ 98s. Id. as 
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against S3s. lid. in .1907. In connection with the prices of 
butter it may be noted that in 1907 the total imports of butter 
into the United Kingdom amounted to 4,210,156 cwts. as com- 
pared with 4,337,25S cwts. in 1907. For the first nine months 
of 1908 the imports show again a slight falling off, the. total 
import amounting to 3,275,910 cwts. as compared with 3,339,383 
cwts. in the first nine months of 1907. 

The price of eggs per 120 again showed an increase in 1907 
— the average for the year being 8s. 4 cl. as 
Eggs against 8s. 0 \d. in 1906. The increase in 

the price of eggs has now been a marked 
feature for several years, and in ten years the price of eggs has 
advanced by nearly 2s. per 120. In table XXa, (see also diagram 
XVIa.) is shown the weekly average prices during 1907, and this 
diagram should be compared with that of the quantities of eggs 
exported from Ireland as shown in the latest Report on Irish 
Imports and Exports. 

Prices during 1908 show somewhat similar prices to 1907. 
The average for the first quarter, ending 31st March, however, 
showed a falling off, being 8s. 7| cl. as against 9s. lid. in 1907. 
This fall was due to the considerably lower range of prices in 
February in 190S as compared with 1907. In March, though 
the prices started lower in 1908, they held very steady, and in 
the last two weeks stood higher than in 1907. 

The average price for the second quarter, ending .June 30th, 
was 6s. lOfa. in 1908 as against 6s. 10 \d. in 1907. Prices were 
somewhat lower in the first half of June than in 1907, but in the 
latter part of the month rose much more sharply than in the pre- 
ceding year. The average price for the third quarter, ending Sep- 
tember 30th, was 8s. 6 d. in 1908 as compared with 8s. 2 d. in 
1907. Prices in July and August were higher in 1908 than in 
1907, but in September and again in October the range of prices 
has been somewhat lower than in 1907. 

Attention is directed to the various diagrams presented in the 
Appendix to the Tables, as these show in a simple and clear 
form the bold changes which have taken place in the several 
commodities during the past twenty years. Diagrams a.re also 
included, showing- the weekly average prices of butter and eggs, 
as the great variation in the summer and winter value of these 
articles is a matter of very practical interest.
